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Notice of Non-Compliant Appeal Brief 

This is in response to the Letter of 3/12/08 stating that the Appeal Brief of 
12/5/07 should be considered compliant. However, the Appeal Brief of 12/5/07 is still 
defective for the reasons set forth in the Notice of Non-Compliant Appeal Brief of 
1 1/5/07. In the Notice, the Appellant was informed that the brief does not contain a 
concise explanation of the subject matter defined in each of the independent claims 
(See box 4 of Notice). Specifically, the explanation, starting on page 2, of the Appeal 
Brief of 12/5/07 does not "refer to the specification by page and line number" as 
required by 37 C.F.R. 41.37(c)(1)(v). Instead, Appellant's summary of the claimed 
subject matter only gives a beginning page number and states "continuing on for 
several pages." once for each independent claim. For example, Page 2 states, "The 
first independent claim refers to the specification beginning on page 12 beginning at line 
15 and continuing on for several pages. This is insufficient as it does not map the claim 
language to the specification and does not give an endpoint to the citation by page and 
line number. Therefore, the Appeal Brief of 12/5/07 is still defective. 

The Notice of Non-Compliant Appeal Brief of 1 1/5/07 set forth a time 
period for reply. That time period remains. Extensions of time are available. If the 
Appellant does not file an amended brief within the set time period, or files an amended 
brief which does not overcome all reasons for non-compliance stated in the notification, 
the appeal will stand dismissed. See 37 C.F.R. 41.37(d).
